JONESBORO. Ark. —(/P)— Speaker 


of the House Harve Thorn believes a 
special session of the Itgislaturc will 
be necessary for several reasons and 
that Governor Futrell will summon 
the assembly the early part of August.

The reading of 34.8 feet is the high- 


est since the spring floods of 1927, riv- 
er men reported. . 


The stream at Index, above Fulton 


was rapidly receding Monday and a 
lower stage at Fulton is expected by 
Tuesday. 


At 5:30 a. m. Monday the gauge at 


Missouri Pacific railroad bridge show- 
ed 34.8 feet. The same reading was 
recorded at noon Monday, leading 
river men to believe that the worst 
had past. 


Relief workers from 
Hempstead, 


Howard, Nevada and Miller counties- 
continued their courageous battle to 
hold levves at all danger zones. No 
breaks have been reported although 
water trickles at all danger zones. No . 
breaks have been reported although 
water trickles over the dikes in sev- 
eral places on the Hempstead side, 
when the wind blows out of the west. 


Approximately 1,000 men have com- 


bated the flood waters since, late Sat- 
urday. The raging torrent was the 
mecca Sunday for hundreds of curious 
persons who drove to Fulton from ad- 
joining counties to view flood scenes.

the swollen Arkansas river relaxed 
measurably Monday as the crest of a 
damaging flood moved into southeast 
Arkansas and falling stages were in- 
dicated along the upper reaches where 
a dozen levees gave way before the 
boiling current last week. 


While back-waters crept into low 


places at the town of Gilette, in south- 
east Arkansas, the Weather Bureau 
forecast a fall in the swollen Arkansas 
river here. 


A bulletin said that at Pine Bluff 


there was not much change, with a 
slow fall beginning. 


Flood 
waters 
continued to 
pour 


through a levee break at Farrelly 
lake near Pine Bluff, although much 
of the flood water is draining 
into 


White river. 


Additional reports in the Arkansas 


Extension Service's survey Monday 
showed a total of 562,000 acres of crop 
land flooded. It is estimated 206,800 
acres of cotton is destroyed and 1,8011 
head of livestock lost in 57 counties.

have taken full advantage of the pos- 
sibilities of natural daylight. In fact, 
roost buildings nowadays are 
coiv- 


structed withi the idea that any natr 
ural light which happens to filter in 
•will .be ..accepted, but ,enough artificial 
light can .always be added to make 
illumination adequate. 


Of course it is necessary in study- 


ing use of .windows for lighting to 
consider also the questions of venti- 
lation and regulation of temperature. 


Historically, Italy is credited with 


having had the first glass windows, 
next Trance and then England, but 
windows actually did not come in to 
any extent until around 1177. It was 
not until the eighteenth century that 
flat glass 'became generally used in 
windows. 


The value of light should''require 


no argument. When sunlight is ad- 
mitted through open windows, it aids 
sanitation and helps prevent rickets. 
When sunlight passes through win- 
dows, the ultraviolet rays are filtered 
out, but at te same time the natural 
light is exceedingly valuable for read- 
ing and for work. 


Furthermore, the human eye seems 


to be better adapted to natural light 
than to artificial light. 


In a recent consideration of this 


subject, several prominent physicians 
considered particularly proper light- 
ing in 'public schools. This involves 
rse of glass in a manner not thus far 
generally adopted. 


In the same way much attention is 


being given to proper use in offices 
and factories of windows extending 
to the ceiling and in some cases occu- 
pying the entire wall above desks or 
benches which workers occupy. 


Because glare is bad for the eyes, it 


is necessary to equip all windows with 
suitable shades and it is also necessary 
to place the workers in such way that 
they will not be facing the light. 


Engineers have worked out a means 


for determining the amount of light 
coming 
into rooms from natural 


sources, so thnt builders of buildings 
may be aware of amount 
of light 


available and plan accordingly for 
artificial light.

A child may have a healthy respect 


for fire or water or an animal with- 
out going into hysterics about any of 
them. If, however, he has a set pho- 
bia toward anything, it has gone deep- 
er than reason and becomes part of 
what is known as emotional attitude. 


About the best example of intelli- 


gent fear in children, I think, is their 
accpetance of the automobile. There 
is probably not a child living who 
runs or screams at the sight of a car, 
unless he happens to be a bushman's 
offspring. Yet all children know cars 
to be more murderous than many of 
the things they truly fear. For one 
thing, they do not shock the senses as 
a thunder sforrn*1 does. Even so, if 
there were a storm every hour of ev- 
ery day in the year, it is still possible 
that some children would be frighten- 
ed because of early impressions 
too 


deep to be erased. However,- there is 
no doubt that many emotional terrors 
in time are rationalized and disappear. 
Children do get over storms. 


Two Views of Darkness 


There are two ways of fearing the 


dark. One is to imagine ghosts and 
goblins; the other to realize that one 
may crack his shin in the gloom or 
fall downstairs. The latter is neces- 
sary and won't hurt anybody. 
All j 


children have to learn respect for fire 
and heights and deep water, Other- 
wise they would be in constant dan- 
ger. 


This slant on physical fears may 


help a little in regard to moral fears 
or terror of people. 


Many children fear their parents 


emotionally. It seems too bad to say 
so, but fathers are quite likely to be a 
bit hard on little folk at times without 
realizing it. 


A good healthy "respect." let us call 


it, for a parent who represents the 
;aw is entirely different 
from 
the 


searing terror that knows no reason. 
The danger is that all influence is 
ost, too. For good and all his power 
s done. Oh, yes, the child will obey 
lim and go through the motions, but 
ne is left untouched. And later, when 


is out on his own. the tendency will 


be down, not up. This explains why 
the "hard case"—the youth or girl, 
who have suffered too much as chil- 
dren—is to hard to reclaim. 


Child Likes Firm Parents 


A child need not think his mother 


or father are marshmallows in order 
to love them. He is logical enough to 
want them to have minds of their own 
and to be called to account by them 
This does not interfere with love or 
confidence or the perfect balance of 
home life. He knows a certain type 
of fear toward them, but it is intelli- 
gent fear and will do him good rather

Wreck Catches Fire 


LITTLE ROCK.—A fast Missouri Pa- 


cific freight train derailed by spikes 
placed on a rail, piled up 17 boxcars 
in a flaming mass near the county hos- 
pital shortly after noon Sunday, kill- 
ing al least one man and injuring three 
others seriously enough to require hos- 
pital attention. 


Four city firemen, including Chief 


Charles A. Burns, were sent lo hos- 
pitals for treatment of injuries receiv- 
ed in fighting the fierce fire which 
was fed by crude oil from a crushed 
lank car. 


The dead man was an unidentified
